Hinduism, 
Zjroastrlani.tm, Christianity, and show, 
ed that in the do<nrines of all there 
were certain fundamental similarities. 
In all these religions were upheld the 
great virtues of jij.«tlre. ! cinpiraiirc, 
pitience, purity and love. .\!1 Jiad a 
breadth of tolerance for the rellglo.'.» 
of others. There was also a univer- 
sality of the religious sentiments or 
awe, reverence, trust and the hope of 
ImmofUltty, The points of thu Din-a- 
ii'guo of Judaism were In all the oth- 
ers, with the addition of four olher.« 
•cleanliness"' and "temperance" ::i 
.Mohammedanism, "intellectual hon- 
t*ty"* in Budhlsm. and "love" In Chris- 
tianity. The foildf-n Rule was com- 
mon to all these religions. Th^ doc- 
trine of the brotherhood of man was 
not distinctly Christian, although re- 
ligion based Its belief in this on Ulf. 
ferrnt factors. All religions fu- ed to- 
ward the one end. the perfect idea! of 
(lurn.in !;/»• and tho understanding of 
the supreme end of man's existence.
